out the state to ask for special legis­ 
lation. Two bills were introduced to 
provide for the regulation of rent for 
dwellings and 
apartments. 
These 
were killed in the Senate owing 
to 
the fact that 
sentiment was 
not 
strong in their behalf. 


Another special bill 
over 
which 
there was controversy and 
amuse­ 
ment was introduced by Senator Os­ 
car R atts, republican 
tioor leader. 
It provided a penalty of from $25 to 
$250 For landlords who refuse 
to 
rent dwellings or apartments to fa ­ 
milies with children. While this bill 
may not have been taken seriously 
in the smaller towns or cities, it had 
a great many endorsers in Indiana­ 
polis aud oilier large places 
where 
landlords generally refuse to rent to 
families with children. It is not un­ 
likely that,* if this bill had been in­ 
troduced earlier, it would have been 
adopted, as many members said they 
could not understand why any pro­ 
perty owners are objecting to rent­ 
ing to families with children. 


In the house a bill was 
intro­ 
duced to place an aunual 
tax 
on 
bachelors. This bill created amuse­ 
ment but had no chance of passage 
although a sim ilar 
message 
was 
adopted last week in 
one 
of 
the 
northwestern states. 


The senate consumed many hours 
in the early part of Che session dis­ 
cussing a bH! to force m anufactur­ 
ers to print the formula of paint on 
all of the goods they sold, i t was fin­ 


ally defeated on the ground that it ^ 
was special legislation. 


The house passed a pure seed bill 
in the interest of the fanners 
and 
the senate placed its approval up­ 
on it. However, it was pointed out 
that this bill actually was in 
the 
interest of the entire state.. 


Another special 
legislative 
bill 
which has occupied a great deal of 
time among the memlters, 
although j 
it has not been in the limelight very 
much was the one designed to place 
the stock yards under the control 
of the public 
service 
commission. 
Formers’ federations were 
divided 
on this measure, some of them 
in­ 
sisting, after discussing the subject, 
that whatever differences there are 
between the stock yards 
and 
the 
shippers should tie settled by a joint 
committee of business, men 
instead 
of attempting t0 place 
the 
stock 
yards under state control. This bill, 
in fact, 
attracted 
much 
attention 
from the business men 
who 
said 
that it was a dangerous tendency in 
that if it w’as adopted, it might lead 
to other efforts to regulate private 
enterprise by 
passage 
of 
special 
measures. 


The only request o£ the auti-sal­ 
oon league was for the passage of 
what was known as the Dunn 
bill, 
the purpose of which was to make 
the state-wide 
prohibition lawr con­ 
form to the Volstead Act. There was 
little opposition t<> this bill. The o f­ 
ficials of the anti-saloon league ex­ 
plain that it was designed merely 
to enable the state 
authorities 
to 
prosecute liquor violations in 
the 
state courts 
more 
readily. 
There 
was, in fact, much 
less 
so-called 
freak legislation in this session that 
has been the case for many 
years. 
In line with tlieir policy of disposing 
of hills rapidly, republicans on both 
sides of the legislature 
lost 
little 
time with lulls introduced to bring 
about special legislation for certain 
interests.
